IRIS 


First, we want to let you in on a secret. Sh--sh-sh- don’t tell anyone who purchased flowers from us the first 
16 years in our West Hartford location; but ‘tis a fact. Many of our customers have written, since receiving 
plants from our new location in North Granby’s near virgin soil, to the effect that ‘Never have they received 
such generous, fine rooted plants from any garden from coast to coast’ including as it were, of course our 
plants formerly sent from West Hartford. So we take a bow, and say that our change in location has proved 
of the greatest value to us—as it will, indeed, prove to you. 


And together with this fine growth, we really are testing the hardiness of our Iris for you—if our near zero, 
continually frigid, winters let the plants survive; why then we’re certain they'll be perfectly hardy for you 
in any clime. Our colder winters bring the height of bloom in our Iris Season about a week to ten days 
later than in West Hartford; so here we say you'll see the MARVELS at THEIR BEST the first 3 weeks in 
June. But dont forget that we have Peonies and Poppies at the same time, Dwarfs earlier and Hemerocallis 
all the long summer through. 


Do come and enjoy this heavenly spot with us; and too, come and drink in the quiet peace of our cool brook, 
and enjoy our lovely laurel and hemlock woods. 


INTRODUCING 
COPPER PINK 


(Kell. ‘41) ‘“True beauty knows no bounds’’, and so the Dykes 
Medal Winner Rosy Wings gives up this iris of loveliest color— 
softest pink flushed with sparkling copper. A beautiful medium 
to large flower with charmingly rounded segments and clear 
cut flaring falls. One half of each fall is slightly lighter than the 
other half. The copper pink is enlivened with a blue shading at 
the midrib of the falls, and the style arms are blue. The orange 
brown beard and golden dusted haft gives a warm contrast to the 
copper crystals. True, Copper Pink becomes lighter in the sun as 
does Rosy Wings, but it becomes a most pleasing soft pink as the 
crystals diminish and finally melt. Truly it becoming BECOMING, 
and all in all it is the loveliest seedling we have ever grown.

FROSTY BLUE 
(Whiting ‘41) (No. 3933) What could it be but a real light blue, 
which comes from Shining Waters x Gloriole. An INCOMPAR- 
ABLE blue—light Chicory Blue of Ridgeway, or it is very near to 
the Pale Campamula and Pale Wedgewood Blues of Ridgeway. 
Or, if you use the Dictionary of Color use Plate 41A6. As you 
may have concluded by now, we’re trying to say that this is a 
true light blue self with the color extending well out to the edges, 
and there’s a frosty texture, all glittering, on the heaviest sub- 
stance of these crisp, cool, refreshing flowers. And too, behold 
the marvel of the flowers becoming bluer rather than fading as 
the flowers mature. The large flowers are slightly ruffled, and 
have wide flaring falls with medium wide hafts, and have domed 
standards, slightly adpressed. And with all these fine qualities, 
which have been called ‘Bests’ by several judges, there 
are fine stalks, widely branched, the lowest 15’ from the ground 
and there are 8 to 11 buds. Mrs. Louise Kellogg thinks this one 
of the loveliest iris she has ever seen. 38”. $25.00 


LADY NAOMI 
(Fay ‘41) (No. 39-28) Quoting from the July Iris Society Bulletin, 
of last year concerning the Highlights of the Chicago Convention, 
we read “Expectation ran high among the guests of a different 
violet and white plicata at Mr. O. W. Fay’s!’’ And continuing 
further on we find ‘A real treasure was found in the form of 
an impressive, heavily sanded violet and white plicata since 
named Lady Naomi.” Really it is quite difficult to describe this 
iris accurately, because it appears to be almost a self of the 
very finest soft pale lavender shade, the plicata network of violet 
lines in the falls is so very minute and compact that the white 
groundwork seems to just disappear—giving an airy, almost fairy, 
aspect to the flower. At the haft there are faint lines of brown 
and violet. The substance of the flower is firm, with a smooth 
texture and the blooms withstand heat and wind well. The petals 
are of finest form, broad standards, broad hafts finely veined, and 
broad rounded semi-flaring falls. The beard is white tipped orange. 
The stalks are sturdy, low and wide branched. 38”. $20.00 


SPRING SPRITE 


(Kell. ’41) Table Iris. Charming, springing, delightful, and spritely. 
You know that dear Autumn Elf, if you adore it as we do, you'll 
adore its child Spring Sprite just that much more; as it really is a 
brighter, livelier Autumn Elf. The tiny brightest and richest yellow 
standards are perky and stiff, the crisp, cute, horizontal falls are 
ribbed with striking deep blue markings, more blue than those 
of Autumn Elf, and are distinctly edged the deep rich yellow of 
the standards. Sired of Play Boy (We’s on the farm now), we 
think Spring Sprite makes the most ideal picking iris. $2.00 


Glossary of Iris Terms 


Standards —the three upper petals of the flower. 


Falls —the three lower pedals. HORIZONTAL—the falls held straight out. DROOPING or STRAIGHT-HANGING—the falls straight 
down. FLARING and SEMI-FLARING— falls between horizontal and drooping. 

Beard —the hairs on the falls, running into the heart of the flower. 

Haft —that portion of the fall forming the center of the flower; may be wide or narrow. 

Colors ——SELF—one color all over the petals. BICOLOR—in the iris dialect, means two shades of the same color. VARIGATA— 
yellow standards with red or brown falls. AMOENA— light standards, usually white or pale blue, with deeper falls, 


edged lighter. PLICATA—formerly, a white ground, stitched or sanded with blue or pink; now, it may be a yellow 


ground, flushed or dotted with brown or lavender. 


Substance —thickness of the petals. | Texture —sheen or finish of the petals. 

The first recognition given a new iris of outstanding qualities, 
A.M.—Award of Merit given by the American Iris Society. The second mark of distinction.

Sometimes the lovely color is spotted with brown markings.

ALINE **** (Stern ‘34) real blue, 36’’. 50c 
“Aline, you azure blue, so smooth and waxen in texture, so firm 
in substance, so large and rounded—are you real?’’ ‘Of course, 
and if you would like to know, I’m the best true medium blue 
self in the garden, even better than Missouri, I’m a bit bluer 
than Blue Triumph, and | received an Award of Merit in England.” 


ALLUMEUSE *** (Gage ‘38) blue violet, 40”. $2.00 
“The splendor of mountain and lake 
With their hues that seem ever to vary.” 

So this blend so bright and cheerful with wisteria violet 
standards yellowing at the base and with pansy violet almost 
horizontal falls blended a_ royal flush—a novel glow 
like stained glass windows. A Rip Van Winkle Sir Michael who 
has polished himself through all these years. Superb in all respects 
except for sparse branching. 


AMIGO **** (Wmsn. ’34) enlivening blues, 30’’. 50c 

“A friend to greet our friends’’—We gave it the central spot 
in our garden. This startling blue amoena has bright pansy blue 
velvet in the falls sets off by an edging of the soft, yet lively 
blue of the standards. The rather short stout stalks make this a 
most admirable iris for mass border planting. Voted one of the 
10 ‘‘Best’’ iris in commerce today. A.M. ‘38. 


/ AMITOLA **** (H. Sass ‘36.) rainbow blend, 38”. 35¢ 
An improved Rameses, rose and gold with a play of lavender. 
ANGELUS **** (Egel. ‘37) pearly pink lustre, 36”. $1.25 


Our favorite, with an irresistible pearly pink lustre flushed blue 
and coppery is amongst the Judges’ 50 ‘’Best’’ Iris. Like Depute 
Nomblot in size, shape, and substance. We marvel that one iris 
possesses so many fine qualities, especially substance, in a pink. 


ANITRA **** (H. Sass ‘36) celestial blue, 36’’. 75¢ 
With standards domed, with falls full and flaring this superfine, 
subdued, soft blue self so easily sells itself! With an Honorable 
Mention Award, an improved Blue Monarch. 


ANNE NEWHARD *** (Wies. ‘40) new pansy blue, 38’’. $6.00 
Clear and refreshing colors were smoothly applied to this medium 
sized flower. The semi-flaring falls are deep pansy blue without 
venations on the haft. The arched standards are medium hya- 
cinth blue with a tiny deep blue edging. A richer and far better 
St. Louis but with the same strong growth. ; 


APRICOT ** (Klein. ‘38) luscious apricot, 36’’. 
Solid golden apricot self, slightly ruffled and fluted. 


AT DAWNING *** (Kirk. ‘35) lovely lavender and pink, 40’. 50c 
See the early dawn all through the day in this beautiful iris of 
lustrous shades of lavender and pink, speckled with gold through 
the center. The standards are rose lavender, in perfect unison 
with the rose pink falls. Lowest flower often first to open. A.M. ‘38. 


ATHALA *** (Cay. ’36) plicata, feathered blue, 36”. $10.00

One of the outstanding French plicatas—blue lilac markings’ 


cover the white standards, and the same color edges the white 
falls. 


AUBANEL **** (Cay. ‘35) raspberry blend, 42’. $1.50 
One of the most colorful—an unusual iris—the ruffled petals are 
red raspberry tinted heliotrope, with bronze yellow throughout 
the heart and a brilliant blue spot in the center of each fall. 


AZTEC *** (Kirk. ’35) golden tan and velvety red, 38”. 50c 
A sister of that very famous Copper luster. 
BALMUNG **** (H. Sass ’39) yellow plicata, 38’’. $10.00 


Yellow plicatas of this type are the beginning of a new develop- 
ment in iris color. This one is large and full formed of clear 
yellow coloring, with both standards and falls having heavy but 
clean plicata markings (stitching or pencilling) of brown. Strong 
grower. Rated 90. Honorable Mention Award 1940. 


BELMONT *** (Wms. ‘38) pure blue, 36’’. $2.00 
Slightly deeper than Waverly in tone—perhaps a purer blue— 
this lovely flower brings to us fine clarity of color throughout, wide 
semi-flaring falls, and generosity of bloom. 


BEOWULF ** (Schr. ‘36) maroon, 32’. 
The first sumptuous maroon iris—so rich!

BEVERLY *** (Lap. ‘39) charming pink, shaded brown, 32’. $5.00 
In your dress of decidedly pink effect shaded golden brown, you 
are distinctive. You show yourself often and why not! You’re so 
cute and round. 


BLACK VALOR *** (Nic. ‘38) blacker blue black, 40’. $3.00 
Deepest blue black self, Valor in black. The large flowers have 
domed standards and widely flaring, circular, velvety falls. 


BLITHESOME ** (Con. ‘35) golden cream white, 40”. 50c 
Creamy white with a golden suffusion on the falls make this large, 
heavy substanced flower irresistible. 


BLUE DIAMOND **** (Nic. ‘38) sparkling light blue, 40’’. $2.50 
This pure, sparkling blue diamond won a First Certificate in the 
Rome Trials in ‘39. The large clear self has domed standards 
and falls that flare gracefully. 


BLUE JUNE *** (Don. ‘35) true blue, 34”. 35c¢ 
“Am | blue?’’ We should say so—true blue, but never too blue. 
These perfectly modelled (flaring), medium blue flowers satisfy. 
Received an Award of Merit in ‘39. 


BLUE PETER *** (White ‘36) suede prune purple, 40’. 50c 
A flag of very deep prune purple, with a black suede finish over 
all. It waves on high in our garden and calls us with its rich 
vital colors. The standards and falls are long and artistic. Truly 
a regal iris with us. 


BLUE TRIUMPH **** (Grin. ‘34) luminous light blue, 40’’. 50c 
Hail the conquering hero comes, carrying standards full rounded, 
and falls full flaring and of stout substance. A richness of luminous 
blue shines from the heraldic staffs, always victorious. Honored 
with an Award of Merit and a Permenant Rating of 91. 


BONANZA *** (J. Sass ‘39) yellow plicata, 34’. $2.50 
It's here, a plicata whose background is the deepest yellow! 
The background of such pleasing yellow is dotted and veined 
with light brown markings, with the standards more colored than 
the falls. 


BONSOR **** (Con. ‘38) deep blue, 38”. $3.00 
Deep velvety aniline blue, clean cut, solid coloring, perfect form, 
and ideal branching. Of medium size, a blue that is blue and 
not purple or violet.

BOULDERADO *** (And. ‘37) rosy tan, 42”. 50c 
An enchanting combination of colors—rosy tan arched standards 
and broad flaring falls of deeper old rose. 


BRIDAL VEIL **** (Mit. ‘36) purest white, 36’’. 75¢ 
A pure white with golden edges on the hafts and style arms, 
emphasizing its clarity and freshness. Although this iris has never 
received an award, we have found it one of the most satisfactory 
performers and one of the lovliest in our garden, with its large full 
rounded flowers profusely blooming on sturdiest stalks. P.R. 88. 


<’\\» BRONZED NYMPH (Park. 40) bronze yellow, 36’. $10.00 
rN Defying description, this rich yellow ground deeply flushed 

V a lavender tannish tone, deeper in the falls, giving an 
unusual bronze lustre over all. Standards, arched; falls, straight 
hanging. 


BRONZINO *** (Salb. ‘37) frosted bronze, 40”. $2.00 
The frosty golden bronze standards and rich coppery bronze falls 
on this large, full flower make it appear as if molded of bronze 
with its sturdiness and dignity of placement. H.M. 39. 





BRUNHILDE *** (Salb. ‘34) queen of the violet blues, 38’. 50c 
Wrapt in robes of exquisite satiny texture of unmarred clarity. 
Perfect harmony of flaring falls and domed standards enriched by 
a deep blue beard. Receiving an Award of Merit in ‘37 and a Per- 
manent Rating of 92; we would have given Brunhilde four stars, 
but on rare occasions she has proved tender. 


CADETOU ** (Cay. ‘35) honey and red, 36”. 50c 
The standards, honey yellow tinted bronze; the falls, garnet red 
widely edged with bronzy gold. Among the first to bloom. 


CAFE AU LAIT *** (Gra. ‘38) cream tan, 40”. $1.50 
Lovely blend of soft creamy tan with shadings of orange and gold. 
Received an Honorable Mention Award in ‘37. 


CALCUTTA *** (Klein, ‘38) blue tan, 42”. $1.75 
With twelve flowers to the stalk, this soft cocoa brown has its 
falls overlaid with blue, flecked with gold. 


CALIFORNIA GOLD *** (M.-M. ‘33) intense yellow, 40’. 50c 
If you desire a warm, rich, intense yellow color in your garden 
we recommend California Gold. Introduced eight years ago, we 
find that today this orange yellow self stands tall and unrivalled 
for depth of tone among all iris of the lower price range. Judges 
voted it one of the 50 ‘’Best”’ iris last year. 


CALIGULA *** (Cay. ‘37) rosy amaranth red, 36”. $5.00 
The light rose pink standards shaded with orange gold are well 
rounded and arched. A brilliant rich rosy amaranth red covers the 
falls. The orange beard adds color to the already bright throat. 


CAMELINA **** (J. Sass ‘39) daffodil yellow, 38’. $6.00 
This new large iris has standards of light yellow, fresh and 
appealing; and cream white falls, beautifully rounded. Many 
consider this one of the best of the fine Sass introductions. 


CAMEROUN **** (Cay. ’38) huge violet and blackish, 36’. $7.50 
Come round and see why the violet standords and wide velvety 
black falls won the hearts of all who saw it last year. The large 
flowers are near perfection. Rated 91, and one of the two foreign 
iris to receive an Award of Merit from the American Iris Society 
last year. 

CAPRI * (Schr. ‘36) taffy gold, 30’. 35c¢ 
Plant this taffy yellow in the front of the border so the children 
can have a piece at any time. Tha heavy substance is most 
tempting. 

CARVED IVORY ** (Essig ‘36) ivory, 36”. 75c 
This large, creamy, thick-petalled flower appears carved with the 
greatest precision out of exceedingly firm pebbled material. 
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CASQUE D’OR *** (J. Sass ‘37) gold and maroon, 36”. $1.75 
Old gold standards make a striking picture with the deep maroon 
falls, edged old gold. The large size brings out the richness of 
color. H.M. ‘37. 


CHARLOTTE MILLET *** (Cay. ‘37) red lilac, 36”. $10.00 
Most unusual coloring, full petals of good form are reddish lilac. 
The falls have traces of blue down the blade. 


CHEERIO **** (Ayres ‘34) cheeriest red, 40’’. 50c 
Three cheers for the seven years of popularity of this stunning 
tall red bicolor—deep wine below, slightly rosier above—rich in 
quality and quantity of tone. Another one voted for the hall of 
fame, the Judges’ 50 ‘’Best’’. A.M. ‘38. 


CHIEF SIDAR *** (Gage ‘38)) rose red, 40”. 75¢ 
Rosier and a freer bloomer than Dauntless, this chief is a leader, 
large, full, and handsome. 


CHINA MAID ** (Mill. ‘36) real pink, with overtones, 40’. 75c 
In color, perhaps the loveliest pink, with its hints of copper pro- 
ducing a vivacity and charm lacking in others. Unofficially voted 
the third ‘‘Best’’ iris sold today. But here in New England with us 
it tends to be slightly tender and we wish it had more substance. 


CHOSEN ** (White ‘37) light yellow, 44’. $3.50 
An exceptionally large, tall, sulphur yellow of excellent full form. 
Some of our New England winters take (freeze) the bloom stalks. 


CHRISTABEL **** (Lap. ‘36) top of the reds, 40”. 75c 
Excellent and most outstanding in every way. The copper red 
suffused with tan is the richest of any. The velvety falls fairly 
gleam. More glowing mass than any other red, with branching and 


performance tops. Yes, Christabel is one of the Judges’ 50 ’’Best.”’ 
A.M. ‘38. P.R. 90 


CITY OF LINCOLN **** (H. Sass ‘36) variegata, 42’. $2.00 
Second only to Wabash in the unofficial symposium of the ‘’Best’’ 
iris in commerce today. In fact a super-variegata, advanced in 
clear cut colors, honey yellow standards and glowing burnished 
red falls trimmed with a neat honey yellow edging, advanced 
in graceful ruffling of the arched standards and wide flaring falls.

CLARIBEL **** (J. Sass ‘36) hardy plicata, 40’. 50c 
Snow white plus the charm of slight blue stitching. 
CONESTOGA *** (Kirk. 37) copper tan, 38’. $1.00 


Justly named for a popular Indian Chief of the Susquehanna 
Valley. Standards are gold and copper, falls a gleaming red copper. 
The petals are broader than are those of some of the other ‘’so 
called coppers,’’ and the blooms are carried well on widely 
branched stems. 


COPPER LUSTRE *** (Kirk. ‘34) first copper break, 36’. 60c 
A color break—outstanding for its copper shadings—and winner 
of Irisdom’s highest award, the Dykes Medal in ‘38. The thin 
substance keeps us from four starring it. 


COPPER PIECE ** (Kell. ‘36) bright copper, 34’. $1.00 
A four star color, unique and bright—ruby red cupped standards— 
copper red falls burnished lilac in the center with an epaulette of 
burnished copper on the haft and around the edge of the falls 
which gives Copper Piece its special distinction. 


CORALIE ** (Ayres, ’32) rose, 36’. 35c¢ 
Pretty soft rose above and warmer, deeper rose tones below— 
another Dykes Medal Winner, that highest iris award. 


CORTEZ **** (Nes. ’35) dapper yellow and purple, 38’. $2.00 
Medium to large in size, but striking in color with yellow stan- 
dards edged rose and dark crimson purple falls widely flaring. 
Last year the Judges voted this as one of the 50 ‘’Best’’ iris in 
commerce, and we quite agree. 
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COURS-LA-REINE *** (Cay. ‘38) gold, lavender, 40”. $6.00 
French colors of dim gold standards and clear lavender flaring 
falls edged gold—enticing. 


CRIMSON SUN *** (Lap. ‘39) dark red, 34”. $2.50 
This dark red little iris has a very bright future, especially with 
its flaring falls edged a lighter tone. 


CRIMSON TIDE *** (Nic. ‘39) rising red, 42’. $8.00 
Has proved itself a noteworthy addition to the red class, almost 
an oxblood red. The large full rounded flowers are warm and 
glowing, have excellent substance, and are superbly held on 
sturdy stalks. 


CRYSTAL BEAUTY *** (J. Sass ‘35) floriferous white, 40’’. 35¢ 
“My delight and thy delight 
Walking like two angels white 
In the gardens of the night’’ 
remind us of two blooms of Crystal Beauty swaying side by side. 
Large rounded flowers of pure white—vigorous growth. A four 
star variety except for branching and texture.

WHY—grow Day Lillies? No one should overlook the new colorful bells, yellow bells of cheer and peace which 


Nature has given us to luminate our gardens all summer long from late May until early September. Nature 


has let us hybridize these and add newer pink and rosy bells, wine and purple bells; why, even red bells have been 
added to those of golden hue. And Nature has produced some of the funnel-shaped flowers on stalks so tall 
that we must reach up to touch them and some so small that even a tiny baby might smile into their 


very open hearts. And Nature has added to all these a very remarkable hardiness and an unusual freedom from 


disease and plant pests. 


HOW—grow them? Plant in a hole large enough to accommodate the bushy roots spread almost flat and allow 


2” of dirt on the stalks. 


WHERE—Nature asks no special boon for their soil as you may well know from those tremendous clumps which 


have flourished along our country roadsides. Although decayed cow manure may be added to advantage to 
the soil that is not rich, but light and sandy. Plant in full sun or partial shade. 


WHEN—to transplant? This can be done anytime, altho preferably in the spring or fall. Keep them watered 


if planted in the dry heat of mid-summer.
